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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 35 1(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 
122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 2 1 (2)(a) 
of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a). 

4. Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Okuda et al., 



US Patent No. 5,963,280. 
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The above claims are anticipated by Okuda et al. figures 45 and 47(b) which disclose a 
liquid crystal display (LCD) panel fabricated by bonding a first substrate (4502) having a signal 
electrode (peripheral electrode 4512, pattern electrode 4504 and wiring electrode 4505 with gaps 
therebetween) to a second substrate (4501) having an opposite electrode (4503) by a peripheral 
sealing section (4507) having an injecting port (451 1) for installing a liquid crystal layer 
therebetween, wherein the LCD layer is a scattering type (see figure 40a-b) and inherently 
changes in optical properties depending on an applying voltage and wiring sealing sections are 
provided over the gaps between electrodes as well formed of the same as a sealing material used 
for the peripheral sealing section so as to be continuous with each other (see figure 47b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 4-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests an LCD panel in which a wiring 
sealing sections are formed so as to be separated from the peripheral sealing section, the wiring 
sealing sections are formed of a sealing material which is lower in hardness and softer than a 
sealing material for the peripheral sealing section. In addition, the LCD panel further comprising 
an ultraviolet absorbing layer as set forth in claims 4-5 and 7-8.
